Golden  Central  Church  adapts  to  community

A  paraphrase  of  Luke  5:4  might  read, 
"Go  out  where  it  is  deeper  and  let  down 
your  nets  and  you  will  catch  a  lot  of  fish." 

For  the  pastor  and  congregation  of 
Golden  Central  Church  in  Golden,  this 
verse  has  taken  on  special  significance. 

In  April,  pastor  Mickey  Trammel  and 
the  church  planned  for  a  revival /crusade 
that  would  take  place  in  their  community. 

Using  Luke  5:4  as  a  theme  verse, 
Tranunel  told  his  congregation,  "We  have 
to  get  out  there  where  the  fish  are.  There 
are  people  in  the  deep  places  of  life.  In 
order  to  reach  them  we  are  going  to  have  to 
launch  out  into  the  deep." 


According  to  Trammel,  the  lack  of  bilin¬ 
gual  ministers  to  reach  Hispanics  in 
Mississippi  is  of  great  concern  to  him  and 
the  members  of  Golden  Central  Church. 

"It  is  frustrating  that  the  Hispanics  in 
our  area  are  without  a  pastor.  We  are  pray¬ 
ing  diligently  that  the  Lord  will  bring 
someone  to  our  area  soon.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  we  are"trying  our  best  to  reach  them 
with  our  limited  resources,"  he  said. 

Meanwhile,  many  of  the  laypeople  of 
Golden  Central  Church  have  developed 
ministries  of  their  own. 

Randy  Sparks  owns  Silver  Dollar  Sales, 
Inc.,  in  Golden.  Silver  Dollar  Sales  is  a  dis¬ 
count  grocery  and  dis¬ 
tribution  company. 


Other  businesses  have  learned  of 
Sparks’  ministry  and  followed  suit. 

"There’s  a  business  in  Corinth  that  is 
doing  much  the  same  thing  we  are,"  said 
Sparks,  "and  I’m  also  aware  of  a  mattress 
factory  in  Tennessee  having  Bible  studies. 
Nobody  can  know  the  peace  of  God  with¬ 
out  Christ  in  their  hearts." 

Golden  Central  Church  has  learned  to 
ad^t  to  their  community  —  not  the  reverse. 

Trammel  said,  "There  is  not  one  verse  of 
Scripture  that  commands  the  lost  to  come 
to  cnurch;  there  are  many  that  command 
the  church  to  go  to  the  lost.  Our  church  has 
accepted  the  ^allenge  to  do  just  that."

Ten  Hispanics  were  saved  that  evening. 

The  Wednesday  evening  service  was  bi¬ 
lingual  and  twenty  more  Hispanics  were 
saved.  A  total  of  3b  were  saved  during  the 
five-day  services. 

During  the  week,  Martinez  and 
Trammel  visited  many  Hispanic  homes 
and  found  the  people  warm  and  receptive. 

Kay  Brown,  an  International  Mission 
Boara  missionaiy  serving  in  Columbia, 
helped  with  follow-up  and  discipling. 
Since  then.  Trammel  and  two  Hispanic 
teenagers  have  tried  to  continue  the  di^i-. 
plem«ing  process  but,  as  Trammel  admits, 
*the  follow-up  has  not  been  an  easy  task." 


Texas  floods 
activate 
disaster  relief 

SAN  ANTONIO,  Texas  (BP) 
—  Flooding  in  Texas  caused  by 
as  much  as  30  inches  of  rainfall 
has  activated  seven  Southern 
Baptist  Disaster  Relief  units  affili¬ 
ate  with  Texas  Baptist  Men.  Five 
of  the  units  have  been  deployed 
in  south-central  Texas,  where  1 3 
counties  have  been  declared  as 
federal  disaster  areas  by 
President  George  W.  Bush.  Two 
other  units  have  been  activated 
after  flooding  in  West  Texas,  and 
Texas  Baptist  Men's  two  remain¬ 
ing  units  are  on  standby. 

At  least  eight  people  have 
been  killed  and  48,000  homes 
have  been  affected  by  flooding 
from  downpours  in  Texas  since 
)uly  1 ,  according  to  Associated 
Press  reports  on  )uly  8.  Various 
rivers  have  crested  as  high  as 
28  feet  above  flood  level,  the 
AP  also  noted. 

Disaster  relief  units  have 
prepared  about  10,000  meals 
since  the  first  units  were 
deployed  )uly  3,  primarily  for 
evacuees  in  shelters  and  for 
distribution  by  the  American 
Red  Cross.  The  meal  count  is 
expected  to  rise  significantly  in 
coming  days.

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Two 
years  after  Vermont  began 
allowing  homosexual  civil 
unions,  the  legal  tug-of-war 
continues  between  homosexual 
groups  seeking  public  valida¬ 
tion  of  their  ctomestic  arrange¬ 
ments  and  conservative  groups 
seeking  to  preserve  the  tradi¬ 
tional  concept  of  marriage.  The 
latest  struggle  is  taking  place  in 
New  jersey,  where  a  legal 
defense  group  representing 
seven  homosexual  couples  has 
filed  a  lawsuit  against  tne  state, 
demanding  "marriage  equality," 
CNSNews.com  reported  july  8. 

If  victorious,  the  legal  com¬ 
plaint  would  make  New  jersey 
the  first  state  to  allow  civil  mar¬ 
riages  between  two  people  of 
the  same  sex  -  a  step  farther 
than  the  one  taken  iri  Vermont 
where  homosexuals  have  been 
able  to  obtain  civil  unions  but 
not  marriages  since  july  1 ,  2000. 

One  other  state,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  has  a  same-sex  mar¬ 
riage  lawsuit  pending,  while 
same-sex  couples  in  Montana 
and  New  York  are  suing  for  the 
(jenefits  of  marriage. 

Conservative  groups  like 
the  Alliance  for  Marriage  are 
defending  the  traditional  legal 
status  of  marriage. 

"Cays  and  lesbians  have  a 
right  to  live  as  they  choose,"  said 
Matt  Daniels,  executive  director 
of  the  alliance,  "but  th^  don't 
have  a  right  to  redefine  marriage 
for  our  entire  society."

What  is  so  insidious 
about  this  type  of  device  is  that 
the  poisonous  radiation  spread 
by  tne  bomb  is  far  more  dan¬ 
gerous  than  the  initial  impact 
of  the  bomb’s  explosion!  It  is 
thought  that  while  the  impact 
of  the  initial  explosion  would 
only  last  a  few  seconds  at  most, 
the  impact  (fallout)  of  the 
radioactive  material  could  last 
for  years,  even  decades! 

Our  lesson  today  is  the 
record  in  God's  Wora  of  some¬ 
thing  like  a  "dirty  bomb"  in  the 
life  of  David  ana  his  family.  We 
begin  to  see  the  fallout  from 
adultery,  murder,  cover-up, 
and  ensuing  judgment  of  God 
upon  DavicTs  family. 

We  recall  that  Nathan  proph¬ 
esied  "the  sword  would  never 
depart"  from  David’s  house  (2
